Justices, Judges, Circuit Court Clerks and KCOJ Employees:  
 
In accordance with new recommendations announced yesterday from the Centers for Disease 
Control, employees and elected officials who are fully vaccinated will no longer be required to 
wear a mask while in a KCOJ office or facility. Individuals who are unvaccinated must continue 
to wear a mask that covers the mouth and nose under Section F(1) of Administrative Order 
2021-06. The Supreme Court will consider mask requirements for attorneys, parties, jurors and 
other persons entering a KCOJ office or facility and will provide further guidance next week.
